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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the pairing in EMM information 
is different from the mapping of identifiers of clients with identifiers of two or more clients. 

The rejection is maintained because Yamashita still reads on the claim limitations of "compiling a first map that associates identifiers of 
clients in a digital cable broadcast system with identifiers of groups of two or more clients in the digital cable broadcast system." Col. 4, 
lines 45-57. 

The mappings are in the EMM information sent from the server to the clients. The clients compare the identifiers in the EMM data to the 
identifier of the device (designated by the IC card). Col. 8, lines 8-22 shows comparing for a match. The examiner interprets Yamashita to 
show that there are many identifiers for each device, mapped to different control signal groups. 

The examiner interprets the EMM signal maps client identifiers to subscriber contract data. Col. 4, lines 57 - col. 5, line 2 supports the idea 
that this EMM signal is checked against two or more group numbers. 

The Yamashita reference does the mapping and transmitting of the mapping to the many receiving devices (Fig. 1, tag 3). Those devices 
each have their own identifiers and thus the mapping is updated according to their contractual data. The subscriber control data is used to 
authorize receiving units to access specific data such as channels, pay per view, services (col. 6, tines 14-17). The identification data is 
used to address the subscriber data. If the receiving unit ID matches the identification number in the EMM then it updates the subscriber 
data (col. 5, lines 15-25). The groups of two or more [as in claim 27] and one or more [as in claim 36] are the different contract data 
placing the user in different groups that each are allowed to receive different sets of data from the CATV. This mapping between identifier 
information and the group information is clear by Yamashita's use of identification numbers with contract information (col, 7, lines 6-28). .
